During the evening of Jan 4th and early morning hours of Jan 5th, a potent storm system moved across the Lower Mississippi Valley. 

This system was dynamic enough to generate a line of thunderstorms across Central Mississippi. This line developed within a strongly 

sheared environment and evolved into a squall line with bowing segments.
